1. This office action is in response to the application 09/597,529 filed 06/20/2000 
and amendment filed 01/12/2004. 

2. Claims ^HS7 remain pending in the application. Claims 3 and 4 have been . 
cancelled. Claims 35-37 have been added to the application.
